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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the term "re-entrant grooves" defined by the 
applicant in the specification has been considered, but this has not been claimed in the claims. Moreover, the configuration of the re- 
entrant grooves is a mere choice of one since as explained in the other embodiments of the present invention, other grooves can be used 
to perform the same operation without having to have a re-entrant cross-section. Whereas, this is also discloses in the Tsuchitani et al. 
as other embodiments. Furthermore, as illustrated in Figure 14 of the present invention, the grooves (for example 1405,1410), the width 
of the grooves is narrawer at the electrode surface and widen below the electrode surface, then narrows again (as observed, the grooves 
is more or less a circle). Hence.in Figure 14 of theTsuchitani et al. reference, the grooves 10 have similar characteristics and 
configuration as the ones disclosed in the present invention . 
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
